Came then McKinney's days in court and Ad- 
ams, in the witnes@ box, pointed a finger at 
McKinney in the prisoner's dock and said: “That 
is the man.” 


Penalty of Not Going Straight be 


The gray-haired Judge gave his instructions. 
The jury, 11 men and one woman, found him 
guilty, with the recommendation of mercy which 
saved him from the chair. McKinney was sent to 
prison for the rest of his natural life. The com- 


munity felt that justice had been done and ap- 
proved. There was a moment's sympathy for the 
bride of two months, who had sat beside the man 
through the trial, but she went her way and was 
all but forgotten and McKinney, beginning his 
long, undeserved penance behind the prison walls, 
was in a fair way to be forgotten, too. 


Leroy McKinney was not without blame. If he 
had been, it might have taken more than a flash- 
light identification to send him to prison for life. 
He had brought sorrow to his good parents by his 
reckless misdeeds and the hand of the law lay 
heavily upon him even when he was being tried 
for his life. The day the prison doors opened for 
him and he was returned to the Wilmington court 
for the final act of restoration to citizenship, 
Judge F. M. Clevenger, admonishing him to here- 


after go straight, said: “If you had not been g0- 
ing bad you would not have got in bad here.” It 
was that, everybody agrees, and the shady alfbi, 
which made the flash-light identification more 
convincing tham it might otherwise have been. 


McKinney's parents, worthy people, live at 
Bluffton, Ind. A brother is a Presbyterian 
preacher. “Mack” went through the public schools 
and had a year or two of university work. But 
he was wild. His father got him out of one scrape 
and he was into another. At last he went away 
to Cincinnati. His associations there did not tend 
to improve his behavior. He traveled the adjacent 
counties ostensibly selling automobile accesso- 
ries and buying eggs and butter for Cincinnat!

Pair Escaped in Motor Car 


“Pic” and Mrs. Lassandra escaped through the 
village, their car running at terrific speed, caus- 
ing consternation amongst those who saw 
them. The hills of the Crow’s Nest pass 
concealed “Pic” for a night and a day. Soon the 
police of the province and a strong detachment 
from British Columbia were scouring the coun- 
try for the gunman. Riddled with bullets the 
broken down car was found by the wayside, but 
“Pic” was in the mountains and the woman’s 
whereabouts was unknown. 

In a last grim effort to get through one of the 
strongest cordons of police ever thrown around 
the Crow’s West pass, “Pic” failed inglorfously. 
His proverbial deflance gone, weak, nervous, ex- 
hausted and faint from hunger, he surrendered 
without fight, contrary to expectations. 

Caught in the net, “Pic,” the master boot- 
legger, no longer snapped his fingers at law en- 
forcement, but meekly threw up the sponge 
when officers overtook him as he struggled up 
the mountain side.

When the heavily vefled 
widow gave testimony and said that she saw the 
woman now fin the prisoner’s box in the car in 
front of her home, Mrs. Lassandra burst into tears. 

Nine-year-old Pearl Lawson, daughter of Widow 
Lawson, was an eyewitness of the killing of her 
daddy and in her innocent way told the court 
what she saw. “I saw my daddy grab ‘Pic’ areund 
the back, as if to hold him in the car. I saw the 
woman shoot. Then my daddy ‘let go’ and fell to 
the ground.” 

That unruly member, a woman's tongue, ran 
Mrs. Lassandra into a lot of trouble. Her down- 
fall is traceable to her spoken words, but not on 
the witness stand, for her counsel! did not place 
her there to give evidence, but it was what she 
said at the time of her arrest.

She has lived in many parts of the country. She 
says she does not know where she was born. She 
was twice married, but does not know where she 
was living when her first husband died and does 
not know where he was when he died. She is in 
the death cell at the provincial jail awafting execu- 
tion. Right to appeal the decision of the criminal 
court which found her guilty is being sought. 
However, this means little. Appeals from crim- 
inal verdicts in Canada, like appeals in the mother 
country, rarely are successful. 

In their lonely farm home, 60 miles north of 
this city, in the vast Canadian wooded region, 
Fred Christensen was shot through the face and 
abdomen several times and died a few hours 
afterwards of the wounds. It was on the night of 
Sept. 29, 1922. Believing him to be dead, Mrs. 
Christensen left home and wandered forth in the 
night in the Canadian wilderness, a fugitive from 
justice, taking with her a lantern and a blanket. 


Found Working As a Domestic 


Though the provincial police scoured the coun- 
trye'de immediately after the crime was discov- 
ered, she was not found for several weeks and 
then under the very nose of constabulary head- 
quarters, quietly working as a domestic under an 
assumed name in a fashionable West End home 
She had come to the city by the same train which 
carried the body of her murdered husband for 
burtal here. She made no statement when arrested 
and the police put her down as one of the cleverest 
women crimfnals they have met with for some 
time. 

Presenting a stolid front and taking copious 
notes of police evidence throughout the prelim!- 
nary trial, she showed no signs of nervousnegs 
over her predicament. She sat quietly and fre- 
quently called. her counsel to her in consultation 
about certain evidence being presented by the 
prosecution.

Then, after she was gone, I staggered to 
Tom Williams’. To my knowledge there had been 
no shells in the house for years.” 


Statement of Christensen 


Pitted against this dying declaration by coun- 
sel for the woman at the Supreme Criminal Court 
trial of the case held in January was another 
statement alleged to have been made by him later 
to one of the neighbors before Christensen died. 
A witness said that the dying Christensen said 
to him: “I do not blame my wife. I expect that 
after treatment in the city I will recover from 
the gunshot wounds which I have received. It 
was Just a bad accident and I love my wife.” 

This was offered in evidence for the purpose of 
robbing the alleged dying declaration of its legal 
sanctity. Such declarations are accepted on the 
ground that the declarant knows he is about to 
enter the presence of his Maker and the solem- 
nity of the occasion is such he or she would sot 
dare to tell anything but the truth.

ANADA Is aroused by the prospect 
C of sending two women to the gallows

another for slaying her husband. 

They are Mrs. Florence Lassandra, com 
victed of killing Constable 8. O. Lawdonh, 
and Mrs. Irene Christensen, sentenced for 
the death of her husband. Both are rési- 
dents of Alberta. Agitation throughput 
the dominion has arisen to secure clem- 
ency and abolish the death penalty for 
women. 

These death sentences together with the 
recent hanging of Mrs. Edith Thompsen 
in London for the murder of her husband 
afford striking illustrations of the relent- 
lessness with which justice is edminis- 
tered, even to women offenders, under the 
English “criminal laws. The laws which 
prevail in Canada are virtually the same 
as those in England. 

Canada’s most recent hanging of a 
woman was 20 years ago at St. Scholasti, 
Quebec, where a rescue was — on 
the day of the hanging. .

Forest’s yearning to be a doctor began at quite a 
tender age, as he recalled for the benefit of a repre- 
sentative of the Post-Dispatch not long ago. A brief 
sketch of his earlier years will be set down here before 
passing on to some of the experiences which have be- 
fallen him while practicing medicine in the hills 

He was born on Jan. 13, 1871, in Ozark County, on 
the Little North Fork of White River, five miles from 
the Arkansas line. He is one-sixteenth Cherokee In- 
dian. The family stayed on the farm until George was 
$8 years old, when they moved into the village of Isa- 
bella, where Forest senior conducted a ‘travelers’ 
inn” and Forest junior “played doctor” with the other 
little boys and girls for his patients 

“I used to see how many mixtures I could fix up 
to give them out of the kitchen supplies, such as pep- 
per, Salt, sugar, soda and pepper sauce,”’ remarked For- 
est, smiling. “They can be. made into some of the 
most awful mixtures that a body ever saw or smelt. 

“I recall one of those mixtures that I fixed up ?or 
an older boy who came to what I called my ‘office’ for 
medical aid. I went into the kitchen and put all the 
ingredients together except the pepper sauce. I thought 
that would be the. stuff to make it bite. I poured some 
of the pepp€r sauce into the bottle which held the mix- 
ture and began to shake it up. 

“Never did I see a bottle of warm beer or of soda 
pop boil as that mixture did, and it gave out nauseat- 
ing fumes so that they actually gagged me. I poured 
out all the mixture and fixed the boy some nice sugar 
and water and flavored it with lemon extract. 

“I promised myself then that if I ever got to be a 

man and still continued to doctor, 
I would not prescribe vile-tasting 
medicines when it could be avoid- 
ed. If the scent or taste of any 
medicine gags a well person, what 
will it do for a gick one? So |i 
always have tried to make my 
treatments as palatable as possi 
ble and at the same time get good 
results 

“When 1 was a small child the 
country was thinly settled, and 
we did not have any regular A 
D.’s. My uncle was what they 
called a ‘botanic doctor.’ He gath- 
ered his weeds and flowers and 
dug his herbs in certain seasons, 
sdine in the spring and some in the 
fall. The neighbor women and 
children would help him. 

“Then. whenever anyone in the 
country got sick, my uncle would 
gather up some of his collection 
and he and my aunt would go to 
the sick person's house and stay 
there, making pills and teas and 
drenching the patient until he got 
well. My aunt was a very good, -ind woman 
and a good nurse in her day, and, of course, 
that is two-thirds of the battle, if not more. 

“But we all got along weil, anyway, for the 
whole Ozark region was a botanic garden 
that God had placed in our reach and He 
gave some the knowledge of the different 
plants and what they were for. We all 
learned the differgnt weeds and their physi- 
ological effects. 

“My uncle would dig the plant called, Diack 
root, or speedwell, or Indian ptrysic. and 
mate pills out of it, and I can sa} that it 
was powerful. He'd sometimes mate pills

Forest, by the way, does not use 
Mo. any herbs except for certain ehil- 
dren's complaints He prescribes 
drugs, just as licensed doctors do. He does no eurgical 
work. but sets broken limbs if a licensed doctor is not 
available. Forest began practicing medicine at Isa- 
bella in 1305, under Dr. Tom White, now of Gaines- 
ville, as preceptor. In the winter of 1905-06 he attend- 
ed Barnes Medical School, St. Louis. His first real 
practice was in 1907 and 1908. Then. in 1909, 1910 and 
1911 he studied as much as he could at the old Mem 
phis Hospital Medical Colleze 
He would stay as long as his money lasted. and then. 
drop out to earn some more. Between times he 
practiced at Myrtle, 8 miles east of Thayer, in Oregon. 
County, where his young family was living. It was 
the need to earn a living for himself and his family 
which kept Forest from finally gradvating in medi- 
cine. Except for the three years of 1914-15-16, when 
drouth caused him to’move from Myrtle to Eminence, 
in Shannon County, he practiced at Myrtle until 
three years ago, when he moved to a farm four 
miles north of that town. Last December he moved 
to Billmore. 

“There's not a house for 25 miles that I’ve not been 
insid> of,” says Forest. Then he told about some of 
his experiences 

“One night about $ o'clock I was called acroas the 
Arkansas line to attend a child at a place 25 miles 
away. They asked me to come at once. The ground 
was covered with ice and the roads so slickery that 
a horse had to trot to stand up. The temperature 
was 12 degrees below zero 

“I had to cross the river 10 times and then follow 
a creek for four miles. When I got there, my feet 
were frozen to my stirrups, and after they had gotten 
me loose I was aimost as stiff as a board. |! got to 
the fire and bad to pull off my boots with my over- 
shoes, because they were frozen together. The 
river was half-side deep to my horse and '

RUTH, which is stranger, may be also more 

horrible than fiction. More strange and more 

horrible than any fictional narrative is_ the 

true life-and-death story of a London man and 
woman just revealed to a shocked public. “Edgar Allan 
Poe never, in his gloomiest flights of imaginative 
mystery, invented a tale surpassing in somber hor- 
ror the story of the murder of Alice Hilda Middleton 
and the suicide of Cecil Arthur Malf¥y % the barri- 
caded house in Park road, Regent’s Park.” 

So writes James Douglas, editor of the London 
Sunday Express, a keen dissector of crime motives, 
a competent analyzer and appraiser of the master-mys- 
teries in both fact and fiction.

Middleton was a roving 
sailorman, a junior officer in the Brit- 
ish mercantile marine. Already he had sailed the seven 
seas and knew the magic and the mysteries of many 
ports.

As did Othello to his Desdemona, he told his 
sweetheart tales of hairbreadth ‘scapes by land and 
sea. In her eyes he was a hero. She capitulated to his 
wooing.

Then Jack Middle- 
ton sailed away again, and his beautiful bride awaited 
his return. 

Relatives describe the affair as a love match of more 
than ordinary sentimental appeal. Jack and Hilda 
were well mated.. She was plumply pretty. Brown hair 
she had, and her eyes were gray. Her face was round, 
her nose straight, her lips red. The pink cheeks that 
characterize the well-nourished English girl were hers. 
“All curves and dimples,” they said of young Mrs. 
Jack Middleton at the wedding. ‘All smiles and tears” 
might have described her as she stood on the pier and 
waved farewell to her stalwart husband sailing away 
on the great merchant ship. 

Middleton made vovages to far ports. Sometimes he 
was gone for a whole year.

Always Alice Hilda -was at the pier to wave him wel- 
come. During the intervals ashore they lived in hap- 
piness complete.

Every 
month Middleton sent her a generous allowance, and 
when he returned to-her he was solicitous for her mon- 
etary needs. He was a faithful husband. She was a

Sixty years ago in London lived one Maltby “a master 
tailor. He had literary leanings. He was a friend 
of Charles Dickens, then in the height of his fame. 
Maltby and the great Victorian novelist were such 
close friends that, when separated, they carried on 
a correspondence by post. Maltby’s son grew up a 
tailor, plus a novelist. The father’s literary associa- 
tions no doubt affected his career to some extent. The 
son was a spiritualist and a mystic. He wrote several 
novels, books of a weird, other-worldly sort, pro- 
mulgating certain theories of life here and hereafter 
which in those rather matter-of-fact days were not 
taken seriously by the reading public nor by the critics 
who, in some considerable degree, can make or mar 
the career of a writer.

He grew up a tailor, like his 
grandfather and his father, but, unlike them, he seems 
not to have had any special literary leanings. He in- 
herited his grandfather's letters from Dickens and 
cherished them more as bits of treasure in the nature 
of family heirlooms than as specimens of the hand- 
writing of the world’s best-beloved writer of fiction. 

Cecil Arthur Maltby inherited al® the tailoring 
business, grown to proportions quite prosperous. The 
shop of Maltby, in the time of Cecil’s father, ha are

quired a certain well-defined distinction. That Malt-— 
by had designed a sartorial accessory to which he 
managed to draw the attention of the Prince of 
Wales, he who became later King Edward VII. In 
those days the Prince set the masculine fashions. 
He approved and adopted the garment designed by 
Maltby. That made the ggg of Maltby famous for 
the time. Charles Dickens also had suits made there. 
The house’at 24 Park road, Regent’s Park, tailor 
shop downstairs, residence apartment upstairs, en- 
joyed a brief reign of glory. The imaginative and 
eccentric Maltby, father of Cecil, got word spread 
abroad that he was official tailor to H. R. H. the 
Prince of Wales. That, of course, he was not, but 
such is the receptive character of the English mid- 
dle-class mind that any slight hint of official con- 
nection with royalty is magnified to magnificent im- 
portance; and thus the advertising value of the

cially. 

So it came about that when Cecil Maltby succeeded 
to the tailoring business he was by way of being a 
rich man in his particular section of London. He was 
one of the master tradesmen looked up to by the middle 
and lower classes. Old Queen Victoria having died, 
Edward had become King of England: and was it not 
at Maltby’s, 24 Park road, forsooth, that a new-style 
‘“weskit” had been designed and made especially for 
him as Prince of Wales? 

The younger Maltby, he of tte third generation of 
Park road tailors. turned out like too many youths 
who inherit their cake and expect both to eat and have 
it. Many years ago Archbishop John J. ‘Glennon of 
St. Louis said in effect that the third generation of.a 
family from the country settling and staying in a big 
city is inclined to run to seed. Cecil Arthur Maltby 
bore out the truth gf that general statement. He 
had plenty of money, too much for his own good or 
for the good of his family. He mafried when young. 
His wife was a woman of refinement. They had half 
a dozen children. Maltby drank heavily, gambled, 
was a rakish sort of young man all.around. Because 
of his heavy drinking his wife found it necessary to 
leave him, taking the children with her. She got a 
legal separation, and for some years Maltby was made 
to provide for the family.

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-American has received permission to 
hunt for the body of Indian Prin- 
cess at Gravesend, England—Fires 
and alterations of church make the 
quest difficult—Sad fate of Amer- 
ica’s greatest Indian heroine who 
died far from the land of her people 
—Did she really save the life of 
Capt. John Smith? $3 2: 


HE wonderful revelations wh':h followed 
the opening of Pharaoh Tutan’ hamen's 
tomb in Egypt have distracted attention 
from a search now under way for another 
royal tomb much nearer home, the find- 
ing of which should be fraught with great 
interest to every American. 

A quest is being madé for the grave of the only 
native American Crown Princess whose name has 
lived in history, and if the effort is successful the 
mortal remains of Pocahontas, the greatest of Indian 
heroines, will be brought back from England to rest 
at last in peace in Virginia, where her father was a 
King and she was a Princess before the first White 
colonist set foot on tne soil of the Old Dominion. 

Not only was her father King of all the searoast 
tribes of Virginia bt: his own mighé and right, but 
after white men se'tled in his domain his title was 
confirmed and strenethened by the British Govern- 
ment and the already mighty Powhatan was solemnl) 
invested with the title of Emperor at the express or- 
der of King James of Great Britain while his little 
daughter, Pocahontas, looked on in awe and wonder- 
ment at the coronation ceremony. 

Yegrs after she was to know the potency of this 
ritish patent of royalty when, upon visiting England, 
she was received with royal honors befitting her rank 
as a Princess of the realm. 

And now, if they can find her, Pocahontas, after a 
lapse of 506 vears. will complete that homeward voy- 
age on which she was about to start when she fell 
a victim to quick consumption and died in the alien 
land of the paleface in 1617, at the age of 22. 

Kdward Page Gaston, an American writer, lecturer 
and anthority on Indian history and customs, is mak- 
ing the search for the grave of Pocahontas at Graves- 
end, Mnzland,. where she was entombed in a‘ crypt in 
the church. Forma! permission for the search was 
granted recently by the present rector of the church 
The work thus far has been slow and tedious. The 
parish records show beyond question that Pocabontas 
was buried in the church in March, 1617, but, on ac- 
count of fire amd changes which have been made in 
the structure, the old crypts and tombs have been so 
disturbed that the exact whereabouts of the remains of 
the Indian Princess has long been a matter of specu- 
lation. 

If the body is found it will be reburied, vrobobly 
at Jamestown, Va., where she spent most of her short 
life, and in all probability an imposing mausoleum wi"! 
mark the spot. 

Whether by historical right or the force of tradition 
the name of Pocahontas is lin‘ed in song and story 
with that of Capt. John Smith, that gtizzled and 
doughty British soldier of fortune, who took so mili- 
tant a part in the founding of the first Virginia colony. 

Historians are divided as to whether Pocahontas 
really saved the life of John Smith when he was ahout 
- be clubbed to death at the command of her royal 
ather. Arber, Pindexter, Simms, Henry and Fiske 
have steod up for the story, while Deane. Neil, Adams 
and others have banished it to the realm 
Ranereft carried the story 
through early editions of his

W. Gilmore simms, in his “life 
of Capt. John Smi h.” argues tha!

against its veracity. His exp!a- 
nation is that at the time Smith 
returned to England it was a 
matter of public policy to ma’ « 
no disclosures which would in- 
dicate to the British public that 
the colonization of Vaérginia had 
aroused the hostility of the In 
dians. The comfortable stav-at- 
home Britons were to be encour 
aged to suppose that the co! 
onists and the Indian chiefs he 
their daily & o'clock tea togeth«r 
in genial amity. The historian 
opines that, even if Smith hed 
included the rescue storv in h s 
first report. it would have been 
deleted by the censor. ; 

But times had changed wh-n 
Pocahontas arrived in Engian«d 
The hostility of the Indians ws< 
known and there was no further 
reason for suppressing the storv 
that has enthralled thousands of 
American boys and girls. 

Nothing that has °

“When I examined the child it was in a normal con- 
dition and sleeping as good as any child ever did. 
They had just imagined, after going to bed, that the 
child wasn’t breathing right. The only satisfaction 
I got out of this trip was a little money and the 
pleasure of rehearsing a few sugar-coated words of 
the day. 

“Getting back home I had the same experience. Next 
morning my wife helped me into the house and thawed 
my shoes. Then I brought my saddle in by the -fire 
to thaw the ice out of the stirrup” ready for the 
next trip. 

“Another night I was called to attend a man who had 
been out possum hunting. He had cut down &tree and 
it had caught his left leg and broken the bones in the 
lower leg. I tried to get medical aid, but could not and 
so I proceeded to set the bones myself, a neighbor wom- 
an holding a lamp in one hand and helping me with 
the other. 

“T managed to get the leg set, although it was a dif- 
ficult job. Both ends of the bones had punched out 
through the flesh and I had to work them back in 
place, then bandage so as to leave a space for treating 
an open wound. The patient had a speedy recovery and 
is a well man today. All I got out of it was two hands 
of home-raised tobacco, a gallon of sorghum and a 
promise. The tobacco and sorghum went long ago, 
but I still have the promise. 

“Like other men who practice medicine, I’ve met 
almost every kind of person as to disposition. And 
some have fictitious ideas, delusional manias—they just 
imagine things. 

“IT remember the man who came to my house one 
day under the whip and told me excitedly’ that a wom- 
an was dying from heart failure. This was during hot 
weather and when I reached the place I found they had 
put the woman out on a shady porch and family and 
neighbors were gathered around, fanning her and car- 
rying on. My examination showed a nermal pulse and 
good heart action. 

“So I decided to teach her a lesson. I put some good 
hot blisters on her stomach, her wrists and the back of 
her neck. Then I called for a bowl of cold water and 
threw it in her face. She revived at once and began to 


“scold me, saying that I was getting all her clothes wet. 


“*T don't give a darn if I drown you,’ [ said, and 
ealled for another bowl of cold water. In just a few 
minutes she was completely recovered from her heart 
attack, and she never had another. The explanation 
is that when she got angry at the family she would 
pretend to have an attack of heart failure, so as to 
frighten them and thus be revenged. 

“This may sound like rough treatment, but it gets 
wearisome being called to such cases. 

“Then there was another case of a woman with de- 
lusions and a simple cure.. She was about 35 vears old 
and weighed 200 pounds or worse. She was trying to 
go crazy. She imagined that something awful was 
going.to happen to her. She didn’t seem to know what 
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it would be, except that it was terrible. She said she 
felt that she had best get up and run off and hide. 

“I gave her a little nerve sedative. This did no 
good. I told her husband she was going to have to 
be sent off if she didn’t get better pretty soon. Then 
I studied her case and decided I would give her a 
vermifuge. So I left a one-ounce bottle of extract of 


\ pinkroot, and ordered a teaspoonful every four hours, 


and to give oil at night and in the morning. The next 
evening I went back to see her. She was laughing and 
cheerful and told me she needed some vermifuge. 

“ ‘What other ideas are you going to get up?’ I asked. 

“*Yes, that’s what I need. I know it,’ she said. 
‘Then just take the rest of these drops,’ I told her. 
When she found out what she had been taking she 
asked me to fill up the bottle again. She is now as 
sane a woman and in as good health as anybody. There 
are a good many cases like this. 

“Sometimes we find home remedies of a fearful kind 
being used. One night I was called to a place 12 miles 
away, to save a child which they said was choking to 
death. The family lived in a one-room cabin and had 
no means of lighting, not even candles. With burning 
boards and sticks from. the fireplace I examined the 
child, which was only 4 years old, but its face that 
night was as big as a man’s. Around the child’s neck 
was a big poultice. When I told the mother to take 
off the poultice, which interfered with my examination 
and was giving off a borrible odor besides, she was un- 
willing. 

“*T do hate to take that off,’ she said, but finally did 
so. The child had a bad case of tonsilitis, but after- 
wards I told the county officials that it looted like 
diphtheria, because ¥ wanted them to go there and see 
how those people were living. The poultice was made 
of refuse from the hog yard, fried in pork. It had 
been applied as a drawing poultice, and the child was 


broken out with a rash. The patient recovered and is 


alive and well today. All I got out of it was a good ride 
and the experience. 

“A funny case, although I’ve had many like it, was 
that of an old man in the neighborhood whe was sub- 
ject to severe chills. All the family had them. One 
warm afternoon he came to my house, his coat tightly 
buttoned, his collar turned up and trembling and shak- 
ing. He asked me for some quinine. 

“‘T don’t like to be dosing you with quinine all the 
time,’ I said. He insisted, and shook worse than ever. 
So, stepping into the house, I filled up a capsule with 
flour, then went out and handed it to him. Only a 
little while after he had swallowed the capsule his 
shaking stopped, and pretty soon off came his coat. 
Several other times I cured his chills with the same 
remedy. He hasn’t had a chill for years. 

“Flour Capsules, a little sugar and water with some 
coloring matter added and other harmless tricks will 
cure many people better than drugs do.” 

It is to be expected that Forest, in his practice in the 
Ozark hills, has received some fees which would look 
strange to a city doctor. Chickens have frequently 
been “‘paid’’ to him for medical attendance, and settings

The Coroner read to the jury a portion of 
a letter left by Maltby, addressed to a Mr.

IT can- 
not live without you. When I can brace 
up my courage, shall soon be with you.” 

The note was signed “Cecil A. Maltby.”

On the premises were found several 
letters written by Maitby, the man who 
for full five months had lived in a house 
with the corpse of a married woman who 
had lived with him for several months 
before her tragic passing. The letters 
were from the living to the dead. One 
ran thus: 

“Pat, I hear you calling me. I have 
been trying to brace up courage all day. 
I will really do it. I will try and do it 
the same way you did. Cheerio darling— 
I shall soon be with you.—CECIL 
(Moppy). 

“It wants some doing on a _ teetotal 
stomach. I want to go and get you some 
more flowers, but your husband and Billy
